To those who come 
up to the requirements of full course—which is the 
day course Any of the evening 
pupils who can pass the day class examination is also 
l'o those pupils of the evening classes 
who, by reason of the limited amount of time in the 
evening have not advanced sufficiently in 
manual work, but who otherwise pass a satisfactory 
examination, a Certificate of Merit is issued. The 
Certificate of Merit entitles the recipient to apply for 
re-examination for a full diploma within a period of 
three years, and also gives him the privilege of another 
course in the same trade at half the regular fee.
